Stevens stated the Board has not discussed salaries for chief deputies. He
indicated he was somewhat concerned that the requested salary exceeds the
salary of the previous individual.

Gary Lacey, County Attorney, explained that the requested salary was a
percentage of his proposed salary. He apologized for not placing the request on a
staff meeting agenda for discussion stating he felt it was appropriate to fill the job
as soon as possible to avoid any delays in processing cases. Lacey suggested that
the salary be set at the current salary of Jodi Nelson.

Both the maker of the motion and the seconder agreed to amend the original
motion and set the salary for Alicia Henderson at $102,267.

She stated they could research setting
limits for professional liability insurance if the Board desires.
